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After three days jvork amonR the 
dairymen of Will county by William 
Forbes, chidf of the dairy division of 
the United States department of the 
afiraiculturo at Washington, and County 
Expert F. C. Grannie, a monster nieet- 
injy was held a few niRhts ago at Mo- 
kena, the center of the county's dairy- 
ing activities, and fifteen out of twen- 
ty-six needed, pledged their support in 
the formation -of a Will County Milk 
Testing Association. 

When the entire" twenty-six names 
havebeen subscribed, a tester will be 
employed, persumably from the Uni- 
versity of Illinois, and he will start the 
work of bettering the dairy herds of 
Win county. Other associations may 
be formed, but ho one having, however 
more than twenty-six.members, as it is 
the duty of the tester to visit each 
member once each month, and spend 
the entire day with him. The Univer 
sity of niinois will furnish every farmer 
with the testing apppratus, while the 
United -States . government gives the 
necessary record books, testing tables 
and statistical figures. 

From Job'et Mr. Forbes goes to Du- 
Page county, where he will attempt 
the formation . of a similar association, 
As hisMlans are to form many as* 
80^7*100 (of this sort in Illinois the 
^^-,?iancea are ho will soon come into 
Lake county and endeavor to launch a 
Lake county division similar to the Will 
county assocfation. 

Explaining his purpose in forming 
these associations, Mr, Forbei* says: 

In the abort time in which I have 
been in Will county I find that there is 
certainly a need of forming some sort 
of an organization, similar to those 
which have been Instituted In other 
parts of the country, having for its pur- 
pase the improvement of our dairy 
herds, I have seen some good milch 
cattle, and some very poor ones in the 
dairying localities of the county. 

* 'The average yield in Will county is 
140 pounds of butter fat and 4,000 
pounds of milk a year. Compare there 
figures now; with those as compiled by 
the government experimental station 
at~ the University of Iliinois. where it 
has been shown that. In order to pro- 
fitably keep a cow. she must yield at 
least 175 pounds of butter fat, and 
6 000 pounds of milk a year. So the 
majority, at least of Will.county farm- 
ers ere keeping their herds at a loss, 

"The idea of milk testing associa- 
tions was first inaugurated In Denrpark 
in 1895 and in 1909 there were 530 such 
organizations in an area of one-half as 
large as the state of Illinois. In 190^ 
Heimer Rabid formed an association in 
Michigan, the first of its kind In the 
United States, and since that time the 
advance has been marked, until now 
there are 125 in the United States, 
scattered. in about twenty-five atates. 

"Illinois now has five such organiza- 
tions, one each in Carroll, McLean; Du-' 
Page and Kanffakee county. Wo hope 
to add Will county to this list soon."

ROAD COMMISSIONERS 
MAY RIDE WITH 

RURAL CARRIER 

Hereafter road commiasioners wlfi be 
accorded the privilege of riding with 
rural carriers in the inspection of roads. 
The new rule was announced in tho 
January Postal Guide and is as follows: 
. "Postmasters at rural delivery ofiices 
are instructed to permit road super- 
yiaors or commissioners having direct 
charge of the highways over Which 
rural deUvery routes are in operation 
to ride over the routes with rural 
carriers when such road officials are 
actually engaged in the performance of 
theirdutiea In connection with the in- 
spection of tlte roads." i 

The new rule wiU be a great advan- 
tage especially to county superintend- 
ents of roads' who will be enabled to 
inspect an average of ^ miles of roads 
daily without going to the expense of 
horse or auto hire.

Cblcaso, Jan. 26.— Thrilling storloa 
ot how n lono bandit— a Blunder, nerv- 
ous young follow with a big revolver — 
lield up Michigan Central paaaengor 
rtrain No. 7. weat-bound, at 1:-15 a. m. 
<ju Friday, near Jackson, Mich., rob- 
[blng.aud terrifying paascngers in one 
tPulluum sleeper, among them several 
iChlcagoana, were told ia Chicago 
pwhon tho train arrived. 

The unitiuenesB of tho robber's 
iiuothods — some of tho members of tho 
^tralu crow thought them comic — con- 
tributed largely to his succesa, both 
In the liold-up and in his escape. Al- 
though ho aroused six drowsy paasen- 
gera with tho aid of a cowed porter, 
ho succeeded in getting less than $300 
In money, llo shunned Jewelry. 

At tho anmo timo. the bandit forced 
the Pullman porters Into tho limelight 
— ono in a seHo-comic.rolo and the 
other In the hero's garb. It waa 
"Louis" TUombs' coolness and pre- 
cision . that prevented futher opera- 
tions of tho robber and caused him 
, to leap from tho train near Parma, 
Mich., whllo It was slowing down. 

In tho country about Parma and in 
the city of Jackson the bandit la be- 
ing hunted, according to press dis- 
patches, by Sheriff J. F. Greblo and a 
well-armed posse. They say tho fugi- 
tive cannot escape. The Michigan au- 
thorities believe the man returned to 
Jaclcson aftec escaping from the train. 
Three other men who aro reported to 
havo left the train when the robber 
jumped off aro believed to be tramps 
stealing a ride.

Force of Exploded Boiler, and Fire

$450,000 DamaaOj 

Ottawa. Ont., Jan. 23.— Four men 
wore instantly kllltMl and moro than 
a score injured by the explosion of a' 
boiler In Horwick hall on Wedntjaday. 

Many blooded cattle and horses 
wero on exhibition in tho building 
when tho Ottawa Live Stock fair 
opened. At least 20 of tho horses 
wore killed. Tho majority of those In- 
jured sufTorod their hurts when the 
bollor exploded, but others received 
Bovcre Injuries In taking tho live stock 
out of tho burning building. 

Tho loss la estimated at moro than 
$450,000 on tho building and Its con- 
tents. 

Among tho vnluablo horacs killed 
were Sarah Moore. Blue Monse. Out- 
post and Lord Mlnto.

NO TRUE BILL IN MOVER CASE 



Michigan Grand Jurors Consider Chief- 
ly Question of Attack on Miners' 
Chief — MacNaughton Named. 

Houghton. Mich.. Jan. 26. — A "no 
true bill'* was reported on Saturday 
by tho special grand jury 'which has 
been investigating tho alleged kidnap- 
ing and forcible deportation of Charles 
H. Moyer and James Tanner, ofilclala 
of tho Western Federation of Minors, 
on tho night of December 2G. 

Mr. Nichols, special prosecutor, said 
ho had explained to tho jury that, in 
his opinion, tho statute on kidnaping 
(lid not apply to tho deportation of Mr. 
Moyer and Mr. Tanner because tho 
union men wero not forcibly sent out 
of the state, but were left to take their 
own course thia side of tho state lino, 
and because there could bo no possible 
claim that there was any intent to con- 
fine them against tlielr will within the 
Bta'te or hold them in service out- 
side tho state. 

Twenty-seven witnesses were ex- 
amined in tho Moyer case and the jury 
deliberated over it for two days. 

The grand jury presentment signed 
by tho special prosecutor said John 
MacNaughton, brother of the manager 
of tho Calumet & Hecla company, waa 
present when Mr. ^loyer was attacked.

GOETHALS TO HEAD POLICE 

Place Offered to Canal Engineer, 8ay« 
Mayor MItchol of New 
' York. 

New York, Jan. 26.— Mayor Mitchol 
made a statement on Friday Indicat- 
ing that Col. Georgo W. Goothals, 
chief engineer of the Panama canal, 
Is to bo the next pollco commissioner 
of New York city. 

"From tho beginning," said the may- 
or, "I have wanted Colonel Goethals 
to head the police dopartraenL Re- 
cently George W. Perkins urged him 
to accept the place. I am to have a 
personal Interview with Mr. Perkins.** 



Washington, Jan. 27.— Tho senate on 
Saturday passed the Alaska railway 
bin directing Uio president to purchase 
or construct 1,000 miles of railroad la 
Alaska at a coat not exceeding $40,000.- 
000. The house has a similar bill pend- 
ing. Tho vote was 4G to .10. 

Fifteen Republicans and Senator 
Polndexter, Progressive, voted for tho 
bill. Senators Bacon, Hoke Smith and 
Williams, Democrats, voted against it. 
The bill places upon the president 
reeponsiblllty for tho selection of tho 
route from tidewater to tho Interior 
of Alaska and the construction, equip- 
ment and operation or leasing of such 
lines as he may construct or buy to 
constitute this route. Tho broadest 
powers are conferred upon the presi- 
dent in carrying out his duties. 

The bin provides for a redemption 
fund Into which shall be paid 75 per 
cent, of all moneys derived from 'the 
sale fit public lands In Alaska, or of 
tho coal or mineral contents 'thereof. 
Machinery utilized In tho construction 
of the Panama canal is made available 
for the construction work. 

Unavailing efforts to reduce the $40.- 
000.000 appropriation authorized for 
the work were made during the clos- 
ing hours of the debate. Senator Hoko 
Smith sought to have the appropria 
tlon reduced to $25,000,000 and Senator 
Smoot to $35,000,000. 

;\Vith the consent of the territorial 
committee the bill was amended be- 
fore passage to require the senate's 
approval of the appointment of civil 
onglneera receiving over $3,000 per 
annum, to forbid any payment for the 
good will of existing railways, giving 
Injured employee tho rjght to sue tho 
government and limiting the govern- 
ment's defences to those- provided for 
in tho federal employers' liability law 
of 1908. 

"This Is tho greatest encouragement 
the west has received tu many years." 
said Secretary Lane in commenting on 
the passage of the bill.

said after the caucus he expected hear- 
ings would be In progress at Denver 
and Pueblo, and possibly Trinidad,

It was be- 
lieved, would bo increased by the 
deaths of several of tho injured. The 
collision apparently resulted from a 
misunderstanding of orders. It was 
said tho freight train was supposed 
to take a siding to allow the passon- 
ger to pass. The wreck occurred a 
ouarter ot a mllo beyond tho switch. 
Every passenger In the first coach, the 
smoking car, was either killed or 
wounded. The only body Identified at 
dawn Monday morning was that ot 
Engineer Cal Johnson ot tho passon 
gor train. 



Washington, Jan. 28.— It Is apparent 
that the Mexican situation Is critical 
In the extreme. Prosldont Wilson had 
the mombora ot.tho senate foreign ro-i 
lations committee with him for three 
hours on Monday and, while various 
matters bearing on our international 
relations were dlacuaaed, tho Mexican 
problem was the main thing. . 

Some of the commltloomon declared 
that thoy expect the' president will 
within tho next few daya take nctioa 
toward raising tho embargo on arms 
BO that the conatUutlonnllaU and other 
rebels who for the last several months 
have been deprived of tho opportunity 
of obtaining arms in this country may 
obtain tho weapons and munitions 
they need. Tho president It la said, 
bolievea that the tlm.e has come to lot 
down the bars and to permit tho con- 
stitutlonaliats to obtain all the armh 
and ammunition they require. 

Secrecy was enjoined upon all thoso 
present nt tho conference by the presi- 
dent, and It waa understood when the 
conferencb brokp up shortly before 
midnight that anything to bo said 
would bo said by tho president him- 
self. Tho president said nothing, how- 
ever, that gave any cluo to the situa- 
tion respecting our relations with tho 
republic south of tho UIo Grande. 

The attitude of tho conferees as 
here stated Is most significant It In- 
dicates that matters are certainly ap- 
proaching n crisis— If tho crisis al- 
ready has not been reached— and Im- 
portant developments may be expect- 
ed at any moment One senator, on 
leaving tho conference, said: "I would 
like to tell you a great deal, but I feel 
that tho patriotic duty I owo to the 
Amrolcan people Is not to say any- 
thing. If anything is to bo said, the 
president la the one to say It." 

Conditions In Mexico for aomowooka 
havo been almost Intolerable and. al- 
though preaauro has been brought to 
bear on the president from foreign ae 
well as domestic sourcoB to Intervono 
for tho protection ot Uvea and proper- 
ty of Americana and other foreigners, 
the president has insisted that It was 
a duty ot this country to keep hands 
oft tho Internal situation in Mexico un- 
til It Is absolutely certain that inter- 
vention by "Uio United States Is the 
only method of solving tho problem. 
Whllo the foreign govornmonts and 
Quanclal and commercial Infiuencea 
have been anxious to bring about tho 
restoration of order in Mexico, they 
havo been willing to await definite 
action by tho United States and have 
refrained from taking independent ac- 
tion. ^ ^ 

Tho Huerta administration has been 
In dlro straits for the last several 
weeks with no prospect of any Im- 
provement Practically the only part 
ot the country where he holds undis- 
puted control Is In tho City of Mexico 
and the surrounding district His 
armioa In the north have been defeat- 
ed and many federal soldiers have 
been driven across tho. International 
border Into Texas. Practically the en- 
tiro tier of states hlong tho northern 
border are IndepbnXlent of control from 
Mexico' City. Outlawry and brlgand- 
Bgo prevail In the rural districts. 

In addition tho economic conditions 
aro bad and tho people are bordering 
on starvation duo to the repeated rav- 
aging of the rural districts by tho -sue- 
cosslve revolutionary movements of 
the last few yoai:a. In Mexico City the 
foreign residents are not sure ot their 
safety. ' 

With this condition confronting the 
administration practically every mili- 
tary precaution preliminary to Inter- 
vention has boon taken. 

For the last several days thero has 
been a etrong belief In offlclal circles 
that "something waa going to drop" In 
regard to Mexico. The White House 
conference and the secrecy imposed by 
the president upon tho membersof the 
senate committee after their departure 
tended to strengthen the belief that 
some Important action by this govern- 
ment Is In almost Immediate prospect 
Among the other diplomatic subjecte 
discussed at tho conforenco was tho 
ratification of tho llmHed arbitration 
treaties with Great Britain, Japan, 
Italy and Portugal, which has been 
ponding In the senate foreign relations 
committee for several months. The 
presldont urged tholr .prompt approval 
upon tho members of the committee. 
Tho coptrovoray with Colombia, aris- 
ing out of tho Bcceaslon of Panama In 
a903, woe taken up for a short time 
and tho committee merabora were In- 
formed that all details of tli'o propose* 
agreement for. tho settlement of tho 
qustlon had boon arranged except the 
amount of tho Indemnity to be paid by 
this government

Products Marketin: 
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How It Is Done in Europe and May Be Done 

in America to the Profit of Both 
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THE HEN TO. THE RESCUE. 




1— Where the Membcro Bring Their Co-operative Eaaa, 
2— Guaranteed New Laid Irish Eggi Selected. 
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BuDglow. County Donegal, Ireland.— 
This 1b tho story of how the Irlali hen 
Hcratchoa a living for tho people of 
Dunglow out oi tho deaolato bogs and 
hlllaides of County Donegal. Tho hon 
could not do It ao long aa tho farmers 
failed to market profitably the eggs 
fiho laid. Sho could not do It In 
America whore tho men who market 
tho egga.get morfe.of the selling price 
, than does the farmer who owns tho 
hens. Tho Donegal hen Is a money 
maker for hor Donegal owner- because 
co-oreratlvo marketing has made eggs 
a profitable, produce for the farmer. 
Hens to tho Rescue. 
Throughout the more fertile parts of 
Ireland tho American party continual- 
ly saw evidences that co-operation 
played an Important part In making 
possible tho prosperity that was every- 
where apparent It w;a3 several times 
mentioned to u^^ht^Yover, that if wo 
wanted tc.*la>^hat cooperation would 
i-^-^.o.i'D^nir most adverse conditions we 
must go to Dunglow, In County Done- 
gal. So to. Dunglow wo came. Tho 
adverse conditions are hero, yet the 
people are neither ragged nor starved. 
Tho children aro as happy as Ameri- 
can children and the first little girl 
that we saw In the coinmunlty had a 
store doll In her arms. That moans 
money from somo source, for toys wait 
for the necessities of life. Inquiry 
soon revealed that tho first source of 
Income which Is depended upon- Is the 
solo of eggs through tho co-operative 
society conducted by a native boy, 
Paddy Gallagher. It is true that the 
soil Is 80 poor and so thin that a 
living can not be dug from It But 
tho industrious hens are busily 
scratching avay where the soil Is too 
thin for hoe or spado or plow. For- 
merly no farm product brought good 
prices and prior to tho organization 
of tho co-ophratlvo society tho local 
price for eggs was four to slicents 
less than the price quoted upon the 
ncnrest market at Strabone or Dorry. 
GehenUly, too, this price was paid In 
trade at tho atoro and thero was never 
any certainty that the merchandise 
delivered was worth the prices 
charged. Egg raising was not prpflt- 
ablo and tho few eggs produced were 
merely an Incidental by-product \ 

When the co-operative organization, 
"The Tomplocrono Co-operative Agri- 
cultural society," as It Is called, was 
formed, however, thero was. a change. 
Tho farmers soon learned that If they 
furnished good eggs they got good 
, prices. They wero told how to pick 
out good layers; how to keep tho eggs 
froah and clean; how often to gather 
tlicm; how frequently to bring them 
to market They were Instructed as 
to testing eggs and breeding egg lay- 
ora. They bring In the eg^a. The as- 
sociation does. the rest 

Good Business Methods. 
This Is how they do It: Each week 
bt» agricultural wholesale society at 
)ubltu sends to the local manager a 
recast giving the figures that will be 
blolnablo for eggs, 'butter, and 'poul- 
y, nnd stating where there la likely 
bt) a demand for eggs. 
Each day, on tho other hand, the 
anagor writes to the wholesalo bo* 
ty tolling Just what he has on hand 
d what the prospects are for the 
t few days. Sometimes they use 
telegraph. Then every few days 
wholesale society writes or tele- 
phs definite directions as.to whore 



when tho eggs, must bo st^nt Tho 
a, however, It should bo noted, 
not sent to Dublin, but are sent 
ctly to the place whore they aro 
cnton. There Is no complice '.ed 
Iilnery; no red tape, no delay, no 
ei no bad eggs and, best of all 
the standpoint of the members,- 



tho price of eggs Instead' of .being 
four to six cents below the figurea 
quoted In tho nearest city markets Is 
now tsvo to four cents higher than 
there, vlt. is all simple and we see 
no reason why the entire plan cannot 
be used In any American village and 
the results duplicated. 

Expert Knovyledge Necesaary. 
^ Tho association did not rush into 
tho egg business without preparation. 
Patrick Gallagher, tho manager of the 
society, after he had made a begin- 
ning with tho society, felt tho. need 
of more expert knowledge. Ho went 
to the Dunboo Co-operative society 
and hero ho gained a thorough knowl- 
edge of packing and dealing In eggs 
and poultry, and also leamnd co- 
operative bookkeeping and the gen- 
eral business methods followed by 
that society. Up to this time Mr. 
Gallagher- had given hia services to 
tho society gratis. Ho waa now em- 
ployed at 76 cents pqr day. The so- 
cloty's eggs wero now handled ac- 
cording to tho moat\lmprovod method, 
t^id a good market found for them, so 
that the society was able to compete 
on favorable terras with the local buy- 
ers. Tho result was that tho prico 
offered for eggs by the other buyers 
throughout tho enUre district Imme- 
diately rose and all egg producers 
profited. 

; Tho association, after giving careful 
consideration of tho question of buy- 
ing eggs 'by weight, decided to give 
It a trial, being convinced that it la 
not only fair to those bringing In tho 
larger eggs, but that. It Is the best, 
and In fact tho only luducemunt to 
the rearing of aa Improved breed of 
fowl laying the larger eggs. Old cus- 
toms die hard, and many of the mem- 
bers looked askance at the novel meth- 
od of calculating the price of their 
goods. But on the whole it has found 
favor. There Is already a marked Im- 
provement. In tho size of tho eggs 
throughout the district and there Is 
every reason to expect that the pro- 
duction of larger eggs in tho district 
may cause eg<Bto become a much 
greater sourco of Income la the future. 
The association has also supplied Its 
poultry station with trap nests, so 
that members will bo uble to procure 
tho eggs of tho best laying strains. 
As an Instanca ^>r what might bo 
achieved In this direction, the society 
has received this year for 18-pound 
eggs the record prIco of 50 cents per 
dozen. Those eg;gB wore, of course, 
picked from among a largo quantity 
and sold when ij-Icos were highest; 
Rtni It Is. a very striking example of 
what may be gained by a careful se- 
lection of layers. The fact that the 
Tomplocrono ogga gained third plAce 
at tho Shoffleld poultry exhibition held 
this year, nAd second placo at tho 
Bristol exhibition," shows that Mr; Gal- 
lagher Is doing his part in building 
up a reputation for them. 

duality the 'Big Thing. 
The fact must not be Ignored, how- 
ever, that tho results aro obtained not 
altogether by good business manage^ 
ment In the.markutlng. Higher prices 
prevail not only because the eggs aro 
sent promptly to a good market, but 
because the egga aro actually the ogge 
of tho highest possible grade, and are 
sorted , in such a way as io form on 
uttractlvo and profltnblo article of 
commerco for tho retail dealer who 
purchases from the marketing osao- 
elation. In other words It .has been 
domonstratdd that good marketing can 
only succeed whera the eggs them- 
eelvea are good.' Quality Is or pri- 
mary Importance. 



Jo-,todr RouRh shells constitute more 
or less of a defect since roughncds 
may ralao tho suspicion that the ceb 
Is a pickled egg. Now laid eggn have 
what -might be called a rougli nnlahed 
gloss upon them, which cannot bo 
duplicated or Imitated In any way. 
The egg which has once been soiled Is 
unmarketable. Any effort to remove 
tho dirt removes also the gldss and 
produces an appearance that is Incon- 
Bistcnt with tho general Idea of fresh- 
ness. 

Not only must tho egg bo of a good 
appearance, but It must be good 
throughout. The testing is by tho 
now well known syBtom of candling 
In a dark room. It la held up against 
a powerful light to reveal whether It 
la n frcah egg or ono In which there 
has begun tho process of deteriora- 
tion. Tho co-operative aasoclatlohs, 
handling as they do so large h num- 
ber, generally teat their eggs In large 
trays, tho trays often holding 120 eggs 
at a time. Dirty eggs, bad eggs, ques- 
tionable eggs no longer appear. Be- 
cause of caro on the farmer's part 
they are no longer produced. SInco 
tho society buya by weight which In 
after all a far more Just mcaauro than 
the count tho average egg In grndual- 
,ly growing bigger. If omall egga are 
produced they do not roach tho maK 
ket 

Co-operation Helps tho Consumer. 
It Is of course conceded that If 
there Is a big supply of good food, 
food win he cheaper than when it is 
Bcarco nnd more people wlllbo ahio to 
get It If co-oporation not only sends 
better eggs to tho city, but sends them 
In double pr triple tho quantity then 
eggs will in the end bo plentiful nnd 
cheaper- As a result tho consumer 
will profit This la particularly true If 
the eggs are, under co-operation, pro- 
duced at less coat and with less waste. 
It win bo readily understood that if 
the farmer finds that egg producing 
la a profitable enterprlao tho quantity 
of egga produced will vastly increase, 
Comprehcnslvo figures for Ireland aro 
dilllcult to obtain, but this has proved 
true In Denmark. In 1805, according 
to ofllclal figures, there was exported 
from Denmark something less than 
?2,000,000 worth of eggs. Fourteen 
years later, when co-operative market- 
ing had demonstrated tho profit that 
was In the buslnesa, there waa ox- 
ported In one year nearly $7,000,000 
worth of eggs. Wolf states that whllo 
In 18D3 the number of hens kept In 
Denmark was about 5.900,000, In 1911 
tile figure had reached the 12,000,000 
mark. It is slgniflcant that while tho 
nuniber of hens had only a llttio more 
than doubled, the value of the yield 
had bedomo nearly four-fold. This 
was largely the result of the fact that 
the Improved conditions under which 
poultry waa kept had greatly Improved 
the laying ability of each hon. The 
same sort of thing la occurring every- 
where In Continental Europe. In Ger- 
many, in Prance. In Belgium, in Italy, 
co-operative socletlea have undertaken 
the marketing of eggs with groat 
profit to the farmer and with consid- 
erable-satisfaction to tho consumer. 
Democratic Management 
All tho offices of the concern are 
In the hands of .oflicors elected by the 
members. It Is a most democratic or- 
ganization. Every man has one vote, 
no man has more. The member who 
markets eggs produced by a dozen 
hens has as many votes as he who 
owns a thousand layers. In Dunglow, 
■and elsewhere aa well, they consider 
this "one man ono vote" plan essen- 
tial "Tho man should vote," they 
say, "not his money." ' 

They pay a good price In cash for 
tho eggs. And when the annual set^ 
tlement comes there is always a divi- 
dend to Investors. But those who 
have Invested thoir money, much or 
llttio, get only flvo per cent No so- 
clety .under the supcrvialon of the 
Iriqh Agricultural Organization society 
Is,, permitted to pay dividends upon 
shares In excess of that percontage. 
What is left Is distributed to tho mem- 
bers in proportion to the- amount of 
eggs they have marketed through thn 
coK)peratIve society. It goes as aa 
additional price paid for eggs. 
^ Thoso two principles aro considered 
fundamental and essential; first one 
man ono vote; second, all profits in 
excess of a small dividend to Investors 
must go to thoso who contributed to 
tho proflts by furnishing tho product 
Why Not In America? 
Why hasn't this sort of thing been 
f°"® *° America? It isn't bocauso 
tho American farmer and his wife do 
not need tho monoy. Thoy do It 
Isn't becauso thero la no demand for 
good eggs. Eggs wero never so irfuch 
In demand and .buyers are moro pa> 
ticular than over about quality. Tho 
strictly froah eggs find huyers every- 
where. The fact Is there^Is no good 
reason why A^nerlcan farmers should 
not do business as Intelligently aa 
Irishmen. Some of them do, but not 
many. It takes no capital and can bo 



FIRST HYDRO-AERO PASSENGER LINE IN WORLD 
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Head of Party Says a Race of Thinkers and Statesmen Could Have

Nation— Their Ambitions Are Destroyed. 



Now York.— *'If the United States 
government had expended honest ef- 
fort and money In the conservation 
and uplift of the J^ortli American In- 
lilan there wpiild have been produced, 
from tho race a romarkabio liiio of 
thinkers and stntesuien who would 
have added to tho fame of our halls 
of congress with their wisdom and 
lino Ideals." / 

That waa the declaration of Dr. 
Joaeph Kossuth Dixon, lu charge of 
tho Rodman Wanamaker expedition 
to the North American Indian, which 
returned to New York from a six 
months* tour of the reservations In 
the west. 

In a book Dr. Dixon glvoa hla esti- 
mate of tho American Indian aa fol- 
lows : 

"The Indian Is a man of lofty 
Ideals: he la heroic In temperament 
and Ineffably tragic la thought. To- 
day the sublime thought in the Indian 
mind seems to bo that although he la 
doomed to extermination, yet will he 
die undaunted." 

Dr. Dixon'a book Is dedicated "to 
my brother, tho Indian." It contains 
the stories of surviving scouts of tho 
Custer raasaacre. and also the stories 
of some of the Indian chiefs who 
fought Custer. Tho story of Whlte- 
Man-Runa Himi a Custer scout, Is as 
follows: 

"The Great White Father at Wash- 
ington sent representatives out to our 
country. The Indians met them- nnd 
hold a council. Tho Sioux wero 
hereditary enemies ofthe Crows. Tho 
head man sent by the Great Father 
aald to tho Crows: 'Wo must get to- 
gether and light and get this laiid 
from the Sioux. Wo must win It by 
conquest.' 

"I stood faithfully by tho soldiers. 
They did not know tho country. I did! 
They wanted mo for their eye; they 
could not s^e. TIjo soldiers and 1 
wore fighting In friendship. What 
they said 1 did. What I said, they 
did. So I helped my tribe. 

"We hearil that General Cualer was 
coming, and 1 and 30 soldiers went 
down tho river In boats. 1 was the 
Orst ono of tho Crows to shake hands 
with Custer. He gripped me tight 
and said: 'You are the one I want 



make the battle. Custer sent me to a 
high knoll. -Go and look for mo,' he 
said, "and see where 1 can make a 
success.' Ho loft It to me. When 1 
was up there I 'looked around, and 
tho troops were very closu upon me. 
I motioned to them to come on, and 
we paaaod up the ridge. 

"The Indian scouts stood In front 
of Custer and led hla mqn. The Sioux 
flrcd at us. We looked over the river 




fight, I must any wo were pursued by 
the eoldlers, wo wcreon tho warpath 
and we were on tho warpath with tho 
Crows and other tribes. 
.:"Wo were driven ouf of the Black 
HIIlH by the men seeking gold, and 
our game wns driven off, and we start- 
ed on our Journey In search of game. 
Our children wero starving and wo 
had to have something to eat. Thero 
was buffalo in Uiat region and wo 
wero moving, simpiy camping hero, 
and there nnd fighting our Indian 
enemies aa wo advanced. In order to 
got tho game that waa in this coun- - 
try. ^Wo fought this battio from day- 
light until three o'clock In the' .aft- 
ernoon, nnd nil of the white men wero 
killed. I think that Custer was a 
very bravo man to fight nil these In- 
dlana with hla few men from daylight 
until the sun waa almost going down." 
The poetical nature of tho Indian 
waa exemplified In the words of Chief 
Plenty Coos, chief of all the Crow 
nation, In summoning other chiefs to 
"The Last Great Council," organlzofl ' 
In the valley of tho Little Big Horn. 
Montana, by the Rodman Wnnamakc!- 
expedition. The Indian chieftain said 
In part: 

"I see as in a vision the dying 
spark of our council fires, the asUca 
cold and white. I see no moro the ' 
curling smoke rising from our lodpo.v. 
poles. I hoar no longer the soncH of^'/ 
the women aa they prepare thr? meal. V 
The antelope have gone; tlie Imffaio 
wallows are empty. Only tho wail of 
the coyote is heard. 

"Tho white mnn'a medlcinr? tit 
stronger than ours; his Iron horse 
rushes over tho buffalo trail. Il© 
talks to «a through his "whiKiJoring 
Bphit." '(The Indian's name for tlJc 
telegraph nnd telephone.) We ard 
like birds with a broken wing. My 
heart is cold within mo. My eyes are 
growing dim— I am old. 

"Before our red brothers pass on 
to tho happy hunting ground, let us 
bury the tomahawl;. Let us broak 
our arrows. I^t us wash off our war 
paint In tho river. And I will InKtrtirit 
our medicine men to tell the wornon 
to prepare a groat council lodge. I 
will send our huntcra Into ihc hills 
and pines for deer. 

"1 win 8en<i my runners to fho 
lodgea of the Blackfcet, where In that 
far north flowers border the snow on 
the hills. I will aend them across 
the fiery deaert to tho lodgea. of tho 
Apaches In the aouth. I will send 
them east to the lodges of the Sioux, 
warriors who have met us In many \ 
hard battle. I will send them to the 
weat. where among the mountains 
dwell tho Cayuse nnd the Umatlllas 
"I win have the outriders build 
smoke signals on all the high hillB 
calling the chiefs of all the tribes to- 
gether. that we may meet here as 
brothera and friends In one great last 
council, that we may eat our bread 
and meat together, and smoke tho 
council pipe, and say farewell 
brothera, never to meet again."

^to see, and I am glad 'that you arc 
first.' 'J directed Custer up. to No- 
HIp-Bone. Wo always traveled at 
night, climbing tho mountnlna and 
wading the rivers. During the day 
"JNQ made a concealed camp. 

"When wo Tcached the top of the 
Wolf mountains wo saw the enemy's 
camp, near where tho Custer Field Is 
at the present time. Cuater wns'ro^' 
JoJced and anxious to go ahpud and 



and saw Reno In hla engagement with 
the Sioux, 

"Finally they^wlped out Reno, and 
he retreated to ;the hllla.' 

"Cuater and ail of; us got off our 
horaea. The enemy were aurrounding 
us. .They were banging away at- us. 
Custer then came up. and said: 'You 
have done your duty. You have led 
me^to tho enemy's camp. And how 
the thing for you to do Is to obt'y 
orders and get away. You go; 1 am 
now going with ray boys.* 

"Had Custer not ordered mo to go. 
the people whovislt Custer Field to- 
day would SCO my name on the monu- 
ment. 

Even more reallatlc Is the story of 
the Sioux Indiana who fought Cuater 
Their Justification of their conduct la 
Intereatlng. Red Cloud, a Sioux chief 
anys: 

"Suddenly we heard firing, and we 
found out that the soldiers were on 
us. The women and children were all 
frightened, and started to .run acroa's ' 
tho hills, and we men mounted our 
horses and started toward the enemy. 
I remember that we pushed Reno 
back until ho had to cross the river, 
and go up against the bluffs, nnd then 
somo of our Sioux rodo around the 
hill to head him off. and we had him 
In a pocket. ' . 

"After wo had killed many of Re- 
no's men. Cuater came along tho 
ridge, and we were called off to fight 
Cuater. We kept circling around Cua- 
ter, and as hla men came down the 
ridge we shot them down. And then 
the rest diamounted and gathered In 
a bunch, kneeling down and shooting 
from behind their horses. We. circled 
round and round, firing Into Custer's 
men until the last man was killed. 

"I did', not see Custer fall, for all 
tho Indians did not^ know which waa 
Cuater. Ono reason why w« did not 
scalp Cuater was becauso the Indians 
and the whlto soldiers were- so mixed 
up that It was hard to distinguish 
one man from another; and another 
reason was because Custer was tho 
bravest man of all and wo did ~not 
want to touch him, as he made' the 
last stand. This Is also tho opinion 
of Raln-In-the-Face.

Traveling In Ihb thirties of tlio last 
century, oven in the more thickly Bot- 
tled states of tho Union and with tho 
most advanced forms of nransporta- 
tlon at the traveler's command, was yet 
something to face with all the forti- 
tude thot could bo drummed up. Tho 
Philadelphia Record gives a gUmpso 
of what that traveling waa llUo: 

"On November 26, 1S3;1, a car made 
the first trip ovor tho Tortago rail- 
road. This was tho most remurkablo 
onglnoerlng undertaking of the times. 
Tho railroad was 30 miles long, ex- 
tending across the Allegheny moun- 
tains from iloUldayshurg to John- 
stown. Thero were ten Inclined planes, 
nve on each side of tho mountains. 
Engines at the top of each piano pulled 
I up four cars at a time. Tho ascent on 
I the cast aide measured 1,398 feet. 
Then, thero was a tunnel of 870 feet 
' and a descent of 1.172 feet on tho 
western aide. Passengers on canal 
boots entered the cars at Hollldays- 
burg, embarking in other boats on tho 
westren side and thus continuing their 
Journey to Pittsburgh. Later boats 
were built so that they could bo taken 
apart Into three or four sections and 
placed on a car for tho trip over the 
ttountolna."

Berlin. — Mediaeval Rothenburg,. 
perched high abovo tho deep bluo 
Taubcn, In Gormnny'a Arcadia. It Is 
tho placo whoro all men ilro (relatlvo- 
ly) rich, all women virtuous, all chil- 
dren happy. It is at onco^ Europe's 
oldest and nowost town. Other towna 
with hoary pasta, narrow Btrccts, 
picturesque gabled houaos, gray for- 
tr«sa walls anil damp dutfgeons com- 
pcnsato for their plcturcaque beauty 
by being socially backward; and when 
you ask them why tho houstis smell 
and tho children nro ragged, they say: 
"You can't expect everything." But 
Rothenburg la nn exception.

It Is- 
altuatcd on a high plateau 200 foot 
above the river. /The bluo Tauben 
runs placidly beneath, nnd so beauti- 
ful Is tho vlow tlmt tha town's eight 
thousand contented Inififbltants wasto 
many precloua hours gazing over' tho 
panorama. There aro sixteenth cen- 
tury fortress walla; mediaeval, mellow 
streets nnd mlrnculously soft colors; 
a wonderful double, Rathaua, part la- 
thirteenth century Gothic, part In six- 
teenth ceptury Renaissance. X^o Rat- 
hnua alone Is a marvel. It has a tor- 
ture chamber and dungeons whero 
seven hundred yeara ar»o a mayor was 
done to death for treason.

18 today regarded more as a training 
school and n model for the larger mili- 
tary force that will bo necessary In 
our next war than as tho country's 
chief land defense depondonco. From 
the citizens must come tho big fight- 
ing force. , 

In otir every war we havo sent un- 
trained citizens Into the field at the 
beginning. Tho resulting loss of life, 
largely because of tho Ignorance of 
bow to live under military field con- 
ditlons, has been shocking. The finan- 
cial loss In prolongation of the war, 
In temporary setbacks, in expense of 
Improvising field armies from nothing. 
In pension rolls, has been stupendous. 
Lack of preparedness was the cause. 
Preparedness, then, Is the aim and 
purpose of the military authorities of 
the United Statoa. They are trying, 
so far as congress and public opinion 
will permit, to profit by tho awful les- 
sons of tho past They are trying to 
make tho regular army a perfect mili- 
tary force and to make the National 
Guard, otherwise the organized mili- 
tia. Just as well trained as any body 
of citizen soldiers can be trained. 
Results are being achieved. 

Thero has been an organized mllltla 
of sorts ovir since this bccamo a 
constitutional republic. The organiz- 
ing of It ever has been In tho hands 
of tho states, however, and the states 
havo had varying Ideas of what sort 
of a mllltarj' force should bo main- 
tained In tho guise of organized 
mllltla. 

Tho war of 1S98 showed up the de- 
fects of our military system In n glar- 
ing fashion. This resulted In the 
passage of tho new mllltla law of 
1903. known as the Dick bill, really 
organizing the mllltla force. -By this 
act larger federal asslstojico was given 
to tho militia of the states and a larg- 
er measuro of military efllcloncy re- 
quired of those forces In return for 
that aid. 

In 1908 tho law was amended and 
Improved. A national mllltla board, 
consisting of militia ofllcora appointed 
by tho secretary of war, was author- 
ized to advlso with tho war depart- 
ment on mllltla affairs. And also the 
division of mllltla affairs In the war 
department was created to handle the 
subject. 



It Is this division which Drig. Gen. 
Albert I. Mills now heads. 

Federal aid Is now extended to the 
organized mllltla or National Guards 
of the various states to tho extent 
of about $5,000,000 a year. Of this 
about $2,500,000 Is expended for arms, 
equipment, camp purposes dud maneu- 
vers, about $500,000 for the promotion 
of rifle practice, something like $000.- 
000 for ammunition and more than 
$1,000,000 for auppllos. 

The result of the new laws has been 
to bring tho National Guard force Into 
closer and more Intimate relation with 
the regular army, to make It more 
uniform In organlzatloni discipline and 
equipment and to establish standards 
of efficiency, to which all elements are 
working. 

General Mills himself, In his erect 
carriage, grizzled hair, stiff, gray, mili- 
tary mustache, firm Jaw and strongly 
lined mouth, is the Ideal, soldier.

"Why do wo havo an organized mlll- 
tla?" was the question put to Genera! 
Amis ono afternoon In his office. 

"As viewed from tho standpoint of 
the national government, wo havo on 
organized mllltla to talce part with tho 
army as tho first Hue of defense In 
case of any national omergoncy," re- 
plied tho general. 

"To maintain ouraolves." he contin- 
ued, "until the great moss of volun- 
teers which is certain to be needed to 
carry on any war with a foreign pow- 
er can bo enlisted, organized, equip- 
ped and tralned.- 

"Tho organized mllltla Is to bo dis- 
tinguished from the unorganized mlll- 
tla. Tho latter embraces the man- 
hood of tho country. Since 1792 every 
male citizen of the United States be- 
tween tho ages of eighteen and forty- 
five, who Is physically sound, has been 
a member of the unorganized mllltla. 
"Tho organized mllltla Includes tho 
National Guards of tho several states. 
Its reported strength Is 120,000. Tho 
law of 1903 makes this a more formid- 
able arm than Its prototype ever was 
before. The war department recog- 
nizes It as a potent force which, with 
proper support by congress, can be 
mode a real national military asset 
Only those elements of the National 
Guard which participate In the federal 
appropriations and conform In organi- 
zation, ari»ament and equipment with 
what la proscribed for tho regular 
army are recognized by the war de- 
partment as part of the organized 
mllltla. This takes In, however, al- 
most all tho ao-called National Guard 
organlzntlona In the country. 

"The policy of tho war department 
Is to- mako the organized mllltla an 
efficient force for national' military 
purposes. The department la wiyiout 
authority to Increase the strength of 
tho organized mllltla. It being wlthlu 
the province of each state, under the 
constitution, to determine what sized 
force It shall have. The purpose of 
tho department is to seek to mako 
effective the Intention of congress, aa 
expressed In existing laws, and assist 
the states In so organizing, arming, 
equipping and training their National 
Guards that these independent forces 
when needed, can pass, without reoi*. 
ganlzatlon, smoothly and easily Into 
tho federal service. 

.• • • . 

"The division of mllltla affairs la 
the machinery through which the war 
department exercises Its supervision 
over and dlschargea Its responBltiill- 
tlea to the organized mllltla. The di- 
vision Is ono of the four co-ordinate 
branches of tho office of the chief of 
staff of the army. Its duties nro com- 
prehensive. They fall naturally Into 
two classes. One Is administrative 
and the other Instructional. 

"Administrative embraces all the 
dotalla connected with the supervision 
of disbursements of federal funds, the 
organization of the^ National Guard 
In tho various states,' and their equip- 
ment with ai'ms, ammunition, uni- 
forms and camp equipage generally. 

"Tho aim of the Instructional ef- 
forta Is to assist the states In securing 
a trained and efficient field force. Un- 
dor the constitution the authority for 
training the mllltla la In the hands of 
tho states,. but It must be of tho kind 
that la proscribed by confireaa for the 
army. 

"With thia in view, thero are as- 
signed to each state specially qualified 
and selected officers to do duty as In- 
apector.|nstru«,tors, assisting the states 
In this practical way, and enabling 
them In tho matter of training to keep 
In touch with tho moat modem moth* 
ods pursued In tho army. 
, "The result of federal assistance af- 
forded tho organized mllltla Is that It 
haa greatly Increased the efficiency of 
the force. It la progressing so well 
along these lines that, with continued 
asalatance by congroaa and a recognl-' 
tlon of that assistance by the states, 
the nation will havo a dependable field 
force, certainly ono Infinitely better 
than any new organization, filled up 
with untrained citizens, could be ex- 
pected to be."

CAN LEARN FROM THE PAST 

Poultry Breeders of Today Might 

Profit by a Study of Methods 

Used by the Egyptians. 

The announcement is made by a 
British scientist that ho baa discov- 
ered how the ancient Egyrtlana' incu- 
bated chickens to the number of 120r 
000,000 a year. Ho has found incu- 
bators which he declares were used 
In Egypt 5,000 years ago.. 

The secret has been well guarded, 
but it is laid bare at last They hadr 
no oil stoves or gas or electric heated 
incubators, but they had .ovens which 
worked much better, even though tbey 
required more constant tending. Each 
oven was calculated to hold 7.000 
eggs, and tho fuel by which it waa 
heated consisted of chopped straw and 
duug, but for the last ten days. of tho' 
hatching tho energy waa supplied al- 
together by the chickens themselves. 

It is the commonest error of those 
operating our modem Incubators to ' 
uae too much heat, especially toward 
tl|»^«itf*4^v*JUe-perlod, and now we 
nAsHearn fromWM^dJ?^'-'^-'^^"^sr 
not to do things aTwell a^ovAo do 
them. 'The use of the-Btraw and other 
light fuel shows that tho Egyptians 
were moat careful to avoid too In- 
tense heat at any stage. We thought 
that we were the first to use incuba- 
tors, but we are fifty centuries behind 
the times. « 



How to Keep Eggs Eleven Month'a. 

One of the oldest methods of pr^ 
serving eggs is to dlpthem'/fn a bath 
of silicate of soda, or "liquid glass;" 
but recently the wisdom of ,thls meth- 
od has been questioned, it Aeing said 
that the eggs absorb sblubh silica la 
Bufllclent amount to make [bom unflt 
to be eaten. 

Dr. Bartlett. an Engllatf chemlat, 
has been testing eggs eopreaerred, 
and has proved that If thdbath con- 
tains free soda. the eggs aujrb It and 
their whites Become like jelly. But, 
w*hen a ten per cont solulon of slU-i 
cate of soda be used therms none ofl 
this absorption. After pelng Im- 
mersed for eleven montlj the eggs 
contain no more silica han whei 
freah. They are In very luch bettoi 
condition than when prcs^'ed for the 
same length of time byreezing, 
the pores of their shell, are hei 
motlcally closed..
